Notes  of  the  last  meeting 

The  notes  were  agreed  a  correct  record. 

1/12/07  Matters  arising  from  the  Notes 

6/9/07  Conference-  a  very  successful  even;  Harry’s  excellent  report  in  the  Herald  was  noted. 
Harry  had  asked  that  the  committee  be  advised  that  two  representatives  from  English  Heritage 
(York  Office)  involved  in  community  archaeology  had  attended  and  had  offered  their  help  to  the 
Group.  This  had  been  declined  for  the  present.  He  advised  that  he  hoped  to  have  the  printed 
conference  papers  available  for  the  AGM.

2/12/07  Treasurer's  Report 

The  accounts  for  4lh  September- 18th  November  were  tabled.  The  balance  stands  at  £1851.24p. 
Mike  advised  that  the  Grammar  School  has  not  yet  presented  their  bill.  Richard  requested  details 
and  invoices  which  may  be  asked  for  by  Awards  for  All. 

3/12/07  Field  work  /  Research 

Martin  R  tabled  a  CD  and  paper  copy  of  the  report  he  had  sent  to  English  Heritage,  Cumbria 
County  Council,  Historic  Environment  Record  and  the  Oasis  Project  (presently  with  Richard). 
Martin  advised  that  NW  Regional  Framework  agenda  had  identified  Prehistory  and  the  Iron  Age 
as  areas  requiring  research  and  that  this  may  be  helpful  in  requests  for  funding.  He  pointed  out 
that  before  proceeding  the  group  would  require  permission  to  excavate  from  the  landowner  and 
gain  the  approval  of  English  Heritage  and  that  this  could  take  some  time.  In  the  meantime  other 
unscheduled  area  could  be  surveyed.

previously  sent  an  email  to  the  committee  about  this)  and  Martin  R  suggested  approaching  Tony 
Liddel  Project  Supervisor  NPA  who  has  indicated  an  interest  in  helping  to  set  a  site.  An  example 
of  his  work  can  be  seen  at  www.friendsofhistoicdilston.org.  Martin  R  agreed  to  speak  toTony 
and  if  he  is  interested,  suggest  a  meeting  with  us.  It  was  agreed  to  seek  funding  and  that  Richard 
would  investigate  possible  sources.
